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Andorra, The Republic With One Coin.

(Paper read before a meeting of the New York Numismatic Club, March 9, 1928.) 

If you ask almost anyone what is the smallest republic in the world they 
will probably answer with great promptness, “Andorra.” If you ask them 
where it is they will tell you, in Europe. And if you ask them where in 
Europe, some few may tell you that it lies in or between the boundary line 
between France and Spain. Rut if you persist in asking further questions, 
you are pretty apt to run up against a stone wall of complete ignorance. 

The way in which Andorra first came to be on the map is because of its 
extreme difficulty of access. You can go on horseback, but you will have to 
walk a good deal of the way even then. If you want to ride ALL the way, 
use the hurricane deck of a good mule. 

About the earliest authentic date that can be assigned to this place is 719 
A. D. At this period the Moors had been making it extremely unpleasant 
for the inhabitants of this “neck of the woods” and a small band of peasants 



and farmers retired to a “high valley” in hopes that the extreme retirement 
and great difficulty of access would render them safe from the invaders. To 
such a place they hoped that the Moors would not come, as they knew that 
the followers of Mahomet were bound for France and the rich harvest of 
spoil that it was known awaited them. Their hopes were disappointed, how- 
ever, for the Moslems did find them, and whatever they had in the way of 
horses, cattle and so forth was promptly taken away from them. 

The Battle of Tours, A. D. 732, came and went and the Arab cause went 
down to defeat at the hands of Charles Martell. The “backwash,” however, 
went back over Spain and the Moors still held possession of the little valley 
afterward called Andorra, for at that time it had no name at all. 

The few refugees who still remained in or about Andorra, for we will use 
the name it later acquired, now implored the great Charlemagne for aid. 
An army acting under his instructions responded and the Moors were com- 
pelled to evacuate this portion of the country. The army, having accom- 
plished its object, retired, and as soon as this event had taken place the 
Moors promptly returned. 

A second “S O S” from Andorra brought Louis de Debonaire, or “Louis 
the Pious,” as he is sometimes called. His victory over the Moors was final 
and complete, and they never again appeared in that part of the country. 

According to legend, Louis named the valley “Endor,” from the Valley of 
Endor, so famous in the Bible, where the great battle described in the Scrip- 
tures took place, and that Endor was corrupted to Andorra. This fable is 
not to be taken very seriously, and the great probability is that the name 
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“Andorra” is a corruption of the Moorish “Al-dorra,” meaning a thickly 
wooded place. In any event, the valley received its name from this battle 
and Louis decided to create a permanent memorial to his victory by making 
of it a separate political unit. 

And thus the inhabitants obtained their independence. Not entirely inde- 
pendent, however, for it was to be a “fief” of the French crown and was to 
pay an annual tribute of two trout, for which the stream that ran through it 
was famous. 

The Cathedral of Urgel, in Spain, was founded A. D. 819. I mention this 
because Urgel is just outside of Andorra and is bound up with the history of 
the place, as we shall see. Two of the quarterings on the Arms of Andorra 
are taken from those of Urgel, the bishop’s miter and the crozier. 

While the Moors never again came to Andorra itself, they had by no means 
left Spain, and from 732 to 1183 there exists a list of rulers who held at least 
a theoretical control of Andorra, and almost without exception a brief ac- 
count of their lives ends with the statement, “killed in battle with the 
Moors.” One, however, varied the monotony by getting himself killed as a 
Crusader in Palestine. 

While Andorra is generally spoken of as a Republic, it has never been a 
really independent State. It was at best a “fief,” and was allowed to exist 
as such, largely because of the fact that no “big” people wanted it. It was 
almost waste land and barely supported a small population. 

As we have seen, the normal rulers spent most of their time at the front. 
Fighting Moors took up most of their time and they had a way of leaving 
Andorra in the care of the Bishops of Urgel, just over the border line. The 
Bishops would administer a sort of justice, collect some small taxes and 
watch over the moral characters of the population. This practice was well 
enough for a time, but in the end caused great confusion, as the Bishops had 
so long held full authority that it had become a habit with them. In the 
year 1202 Andorra became a “fief” of the Kingdom of Aragon, but only for 
a short time, and the year 123 6 saw it under control of the Bishop of Urgel 
as usual. 

It just happened that in the before-mentioned year of 1236 it was claimed 
by the Count of Foix, but the Church had a sort of “squatters’ rights,” or 
thought they had, and when Count Foix asserted his claim the Bishop allowed 
that he could “sit on a tack,” or mediaeval words to that effect. The Count 
of Foix was no man to take that quietly and a nice little private war was the 
result. It was a comic-opera war at best and was settled in a comic-opera 
way. The Church admitted that the Count of Foix owned it, but they also 
had a sort of “lien” on the property. A deal was made whereby the Count 
was to collect the taxes one year and the Church the next, and so on, alter- 
nately. 

In 12 88 the status of the valley was definitely settled. The Count of Foix 
had his castle in a neighboring valley, and it is a curious fact that his castle 
is one of the best preserved in France. As everyone knows, when Richelieu 
reached the height of his power and had the nobles about where he wanted 
them he compelled them to tear down enough of their castles to make them 
useless for defense or offense. But there were some exceptions, and Foix 
was one of them. Why Richelieu made this exception has never been ex- 
plained. Since 127 8 the relations of Andorra with Spain have been un- 
changed. It was assimilated with the Siegneury of Foix, and Foix was later 
assimilated with Bearn; later with that of Navarre. Henry of Navarre had 
the feudal rights over Andorra when he became King of France in 1589. 

If you consult the Century Dictionary you will find about three lines de- 
voted to Andorra and the statement that it is governed jointly by the Bishop 
of Urgel and the Republic of France. But I think that the authority of the 
Bishop is moral only, not political, for if you consult the best authority on 
the subject, namely Leary, you will find the following statement: “Thus the 
authority over the valley which was given to Roger Bernard III in 1278 was 
exercised successively by the Houses of Foix, Brailey, d’Albert and Bourbon, 
and since the accession of Henry IV has been vested in the head of the 
French Government- King, First Consul, Emperor or President.” 

The only break was in 1793, when the Revolutionary Government refused 
to accept the tribute of Andorra on the ground that it “smacked too much of 
feudalism.” But after Napoleon had ascended the throne the people of 
Andorra implored him to accept it, as they desired the police and commercial 
relations with France. 
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Very little is really known about the government of the valley prior to the 
French Revolution. The place is now governed by a General Council and a 
sort of Committee of Public Safety, and it is stated that this Council was 
started by Bishop Ponce de Vilamur of Urgel in the thirteenth century. 

In regard to the one coin which I alluded to in the heading of this paper: 
This was a copper piece, a pattern, struck in 187 5, and never put in circula- 
tion. Through the courtesy of Mr. Howland Wood I am able to show you a 
specimen, which, as you see, is in mint state. 

The arms of Andorra depicted on it perpetuate the memory of the dual 
protectorate, the quarterings showing the miter and crozier of the See of 
Urgel, the bars of Foix, and the two cows for Bearn. 

This is the only coin ever struck for Andorra, and even this one never 
really lived, if one can use such an expression. The little State is still alive, 
however, and probably will continue to be so. 


THE CULT OF COLLECTORS. 

There are still matter-of-fact persons who see in collecting antiques, ob- 
jects of art and rarities nothing more than a foolish way of spending large 
sums of money and passing many hours of valuable time. Collectors need 
no defense. They are too happily engrossed in their favorite avocation to be 
much concerned about what other people think of them; but as a matter of 
simple justice they should be accorded more generous praise than they com- 
monly receive for what they have accomplished in educating the country to 
higher standards of taste and beauty. 

Collecting is a labor of love or a profitable business rather than a thin 
excuse for frittering away time and money. At its worst, it is harmless; at 
its best, it is a pleasant highroad to a liberal education for the collector and 
a storing-up of precious treasures for posterity. 

Collectors become connoisseurs, or veritable experts, and perceive a thous- 
and beauties and graces to which they were once blind. And they generous- 
ly share their new senses and their collections with those who may not have 
the time, money or inclination for intensive collecting. 

The sum total of this study and concern to know beauty and dignity from 
tawdriness and pretension has already worked an appreciable change in 
familiar surroundings. Architecture, art, household furnishings, automo- 
biles, jewelry, libraries and manufactured products as a whole reflect better 
taste and a universal hunger for the truly artistic and graceful. 

For this and for the great museums, art galleries and libraries society is 
indebted to the collector. And no other nation, during the span of a single 
generation, has had so much for which to thank the generosity of collectors, 
as the United States. — Editorial in the Bangor (Maine) Daily Commercial.

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dearth of small change in days agone. During the late sixties and early 
seventies the New York Cash Store attempted to at least partially relieve

local conditions with reference to the small change shortage by circulating" 
its own scrip, the engravers of which were Doty and McFarlan, New York. 

Time waits for no man and on its onward march fancies many changes. 

“Where, oh where, is the high silk hat? 

The horse-hair couch where grandpa sat? 

What has become of the team of bays, 

And the liv’ried groom of ancient days? 

Where is the shinplaster scrip of old,' 

Of which many a story is told?

The New York Cash Store was located on the north-east corner of Cum- 
berland anti Chestnut streets. The store building was popularly known as 
the Red Brick Front. As told by a long-time resident, one Jacob H. Holp,

in about 18 68, purchased the store location from Jacob Bender, who re- 
mained with the business for some time. In 1874 the business was taken 
over by Oscar Binkerd, soon after which Kumler Huffman became the pro- 
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prietor. Then followed William Bunger and R. T. Via, a co-partnership. 
Later Via sold his interests to Bunger, who, about 1885, sold the store to 
Ira Judy of Ligonier, Indiana, Peter McNutt at the time purchasing the 
building. The building and store burned on a Sunday night in September, 
1887.

The Collector. 

To My Friend the Collector — the Man Who Gathers the Real Treasures of 
Earth for the Joy of Doing So, and Who Goes Through Life Ever 
Seeking What He Has Not. 

It is my purpose to pay my respects to that very much misunderstood and 
unappreciated individual — the collector. The opportunity offered itself some 
time since in writing a preface to a typewritten catalog of my own little 
collection of coins — written, perhaps, to attempt some plausible excuse for 
the time and energy expended in gathering together those old coins, medals 
and war decorations, and here are the observations so made: 

The collector, whether his hobby be old coins, medals, tokens, war decora- 
tions, autographs, postage stamps, pottery, books, manuscripts, book plates, 
clocks, pipes, old china, old furniture, general curios, firearms or antiquities 
of other kinds, is a strange mixture of the proverbial fool — soon parted from 
his money — monomaniac and intelligent student. His occupation, however, 
has some advantages to society, as it keeps him away from more harmful 
pursuits. At remote intervals his “collections” really interest those few in- 
dividuals whom he can prevail upon to look at them. The substantial bene- 
fits of his calling accrue to himself, for in making his collections he sees 
many lands, and visits far-away scenes; betakes himself, first and last, into 
all of those out-of-the-way places and byways which the average man seldom, 
if ever, sees. He is not only a traveler but a sojourner in dusty and dirty, 
but still interesting, coin and junk shops and second-hand stores in distant 
cities. He keeps in touch with the outside world by constant correspondence 
to the ends of the earth with cranks like himself, or with thrifty dealers, who 
have his name, with others, on their mailing lists. If he is a poor business 
man, his commercial wits soon show marked improvement as he negotiates 
a purchase with the ever-present coin dealer or contemplates a former pur- 
chase with some other dealer at three prices. If he travels from home, on 
other business, he is never at a loss for employment of spare time. His vaca- 
tion begets the moral qualities of patience and perseverance, for years of 
waiting with continuous effort to supply a vacancy in his collection presents 
no obstacles for such a reward. At times quite remote from each other, 
when not busy “collecting,” he may sit down to admire his treasures thus 
gathered, the contemplation being greatly marred by the thought of what he 
has not. These personal benefits could be supplemented by countless enum- 
eration. The final glory of his career is usually achieved when his adminis- 
trator sends his collection to the auction shop to be scattered again through- 
out the civilized world, giving to posterity and to collectors yet unborn the 
invaluable opportunity of gathering them again. If rich enough to endow a 
public museum, his executor may, pursuant to his last will and testament, 
there lodge his coins and antiquities unless some member of his family has 
inherited the same mania sufficiently to keep them. 

Referring now to the collection, catalogued in the following pages, the col- 
lector, being a more or less truthful man, expressly disclaims and denies that 
all of these foibles of the ordinary collector have been displayed in the mild 
activities resulting in this modest and particular contribution to science and 
to history. 

These coins and medals have, however, afforded some of these entertain- 
ments to the writer, also an additional one. The thought that if each of 
them could speak and, in telling its own history, describe the near and far- 
off lands where it has traveled, its relations to the hopes and fears, the lofty 
purposes and criminal intents and all the motives, both good and bad, of its 
former owners, where the speaker played a part, in peace and war, in dis- 
tant cities and amid rural scenes, such relations by these aged but silent 
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coins would present fascinating annals of the most interesting centuries in 
the world’s history. They cannot speak nor tell their tale. The poor collect- 
or, with all his gathering, has secured but a few fragments of what their 
history really is. But we know they have played no unimportant part in the 
world’s affairs. In imagination only can we follow them in the shops, mints 
and marts where made along the many highways and across the pathless 
plains where they have later been. 

They have also that fair cash market value computed when a seller desires 
to sell and a buyer wishes to buy, as designated by lawyers in solving the 
everlasting riddle of what “cash value’’ really is. The notations appended 
in this regard have been set down with due modesty. * * * In order, 

also, that the writer may properly estimate the supposed value of these as- 
sets, and, in gloating over his bargains also see the folly of a collector ex- 
pressed in dollars and cents. Then, too, if one lays up such treasures on 
earth, even for his administrator and his heirs, why should they be inven- 
toried and their value set down? 

I feel assured that my good friend, the collector, whatever' may be his 
specialty, will, in considering these impressions and his own efforts and most 
valuable possessions, find a common ground for agreement, encouragement 
and sympathy, despite the lack of interest sometimes displayed by family 
and friends, and despite the cold and unsympathetic attitude of the many 
untutored folk who live in this world, to whom the real works of art and the 
gems from the days of old have not that certain value which expert collectors 
like ourselves can always see. 

We are all collectors in a way from childhood to the end. All of knowl- 
edge, experience and character. Some of toys, some of lands and some of 
gold, and some of other so-called earthly treasures. Each must ever rank 
according to the excellence of his collection, and none of the collections are 
ever finished. And so the collector only does what the human race has 
always done and will ever do, but in his little sphere he does it well, and, if 
with excellence, and with a use of idle hours, that gives him joy or that 
brings pleasure and useful instruction to others, why should he not KEEP 
ON COLLECTING?

THE EVOLUTION OF OUR OLD PAPER MONEY. 

What becomes of the old paper money? The question rises naturally in 
the bank depositor’s mind as he stands in line at the teller’s window and 
watches request after request for “new bills” satisfied. Worn-out paper 
culrrency turned in for redemption piles up fast in the Treasury Depart- 
ment. It might readily make a lively bonfire, but instead it is launched 
again on a new career. 

Some of the old paper money reappears in the form of ornaments — tiny 
Washington monuments or busts of famous men, made of old bills ground 
up. Currency representing hundreds, even thousands of dollars may go into 
the fabrication of one of these little figures. Some people are so intrigued 
by the idea as to covet their possession, and certain banks offer them as 
premiums for the opening of new accounts. 

Before anything may be done with old bank notes the material must be 
so defibered that all printed characters and distinctive features are effectual- 
ly removed. After being thus macerated at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing, the one-time currency is sold as pulp. It contains about 70 per 
cent, water and practically all the ink that formerly marked it as money. 

This salvaging of old currency paper has proved a liability to the Gov- 
ernment. The maceration process costs from $15,000 to $18,000 a year, 
and the price received for the resultant product is very low. The loss, 
however, might become a profit, it is held, if the pulp were properly cleaned. 
The paper itself is of the highest grade, having been made of linen and 
cotton rag fibers, but its quality and the durability of the ink used make it 
particularly hard to clean. A new process, however, carries it through a 
duster, a rotary digester and a beater equipped with a drum washer, and 
finally turns it out, purified pulp. This, it is said, can be used for fine writing 
papers. — New York Times.

CONGRESSIONAL MEDAL FOR EDISON. 

A medal commemorating the achievements of Thomas A. Edison is autho- 
rized in a bill recently approved by the House Committee on Coinage, intro- 
duced by Representative Perkins, of New Jersey. 

Edison is described in the bill as a man who “for more than a generation 
has been an educational institution of the first rank,’’ because he had aroused 
in the minds of young men “some sense of the limitless possibilities of 
science when devoted to the service of man.” 

An appropriation of $1,0 00 would be made to enable the Secretary of the 
Treasury to issue the medal. 
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A Commemorative Half Dollar for Hawaii. 

After a lapse of more than a year, collectors will shortly be able to add 
another commemorative half dollar to their collections. The last issue of 
this class was the Bennington-Vermont coin, issued early in 1 927. The new 
issue will commemorate the sesqui-centennial of the discovery by Capt. 
James Cook, R. N., of Hawaii in 1778, now an insular possession of the 
United States. 

The act authorizing the issue of this coin was approved March 7, 19 28, and 
is as follows: 

“An Act to authorize the coinage of silver 50-cent pieces in commemora- 
tion of the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the discovery of the 
Hawaiian Islands by Captain James Cook, and for the purpose of aiding in 
establishing a Captain James Cook memorial collection in the archives of 
the Territory of Hawaii. 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in commemoration of the one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the discovery of the Hawaiian Islands by 
Captain James Cook, and for the purpose of aiding in establishing a Captain 
James Cook memorial collection in the archives of the Territory of Hawaii, 
there shall be coined in the mints of the United States silver 50-cent pieces 
to the number of ten thousand, such 5 0-cent pieces to be of a standard troy 
weight, composition, diameter, and design as shall be fixed by the director of 
the mint and approved by the Secretary of the Treasury, which said 50-cent 
pieces shall be legal tender in any payment of their face value. 

“Sec. 2. The coins herein authorized shall be issued only upon the re- 
quest of the Cook Sesquicentennial Commission of Hawaii and in such num- 
bers and at such times as they shall request upon payment by such commis- 
sion to the United States of the par value of such coins. 

“Sec. 3. All laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins of 
the United States and the coining or striking of the same, regulating and 
guarding the process of coinage, providing for the purchase of material, and 
for the transportation, distribution, and redemption of the coins, for the 
prevention of debasement or counterfeiting, for security of the coin or for 
any other purpose, whether said laws are penal or otherwise, shall, so tai 
as applicable, apply to the coinage herein authorized: Provided, That the 
United States shall not be subject to the expense of making the necessary 
dies and other preparation of this coinage.” 

The Cook Sesqui-Centennial Commission of Hawaii, for which the coins 
will be struck and which will have charge of their distribution, is composed 
of Col. C. P. Iaukea, chairman; Hon. V. S. K. Houston, Bishop H. B. Resta- 
rick, A. P. Taylor and Bruce Cartwright. 



Mr. Cartwright, who is a member of the American Numismatic Association, 
has furnished us with a drawing of the proposed design for the coin, from 
which the accompanying illustration is made. In a recent letter from him 
he gives several details of the issue, which will be of interest to collectors, 
as follows: 

“Whether this proposed design will be approved or not by the authorities, 
I do not know. The Captain Cook Sesqui-Centennial Commission has set a 
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price of $2 a piece on these souvenirs, which are to be sold to the public by 
the Bank of Hawaii, Ltd., Honolulu, Territory of Hawaii. No rules as to 
distribution have as yet been formulated, but I believe no individual will be 
given more than one coin. A small part of the total issue of 10,000 pieces 
will probably be set aside to provide specimens for those interested outside 
of Hawaii. Dealers, approved by the Commission, will probably be allowed 
to purchase up to 100 coins apiece. The profit derived from the sale of these 
souvenir coins is to be used in forming a collection of Captain Cook memo- 
rabilia for Hawaii. 

“The proposed designs were drawn by Miss Juliette May Frazer, the well 
known Honolulu artist. The obverse bears a profile bust of Captain Cook to 
left from a Wedgewood medallion owned by the writer. The reverse shows a 
Hawaiian warrior chief in full regalia gaining the summit of a hill. This 
represents Hawaii arising from obscurity. The chief holds out his right hand 
in welcome. Behind him is a cocoanut tree, denoting romance. In the dis- 
tance is a Hawaiian village of grass huts, nestled along Waikiki Beach, at 
the foot of Diamond Hill, denoting history and antiquity. 

“The celebration in commemoration of the 150th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of Hawaii by Captain James Cook will be held in Hawaii about the 
middle of August, 1928.” 

This is the only commemorative coin so far issued for the possessions of 
the United States and should prove a popular one with collectors. The total 
authorized issue is only 10,000, all of which will perhaps be readily disposed 
of, notwithstanding the price is fixed at $2. 

The bill was introduced in Congress by Hawaii’s Delegate, Hon. V. S. K. 
Houston. About 4 00 coins are to be reserved by the commission for pre- 
sentation to distinguished guests and visitors at the celebration, to include 
the officers of British and American warships assigned to the function. If 
the Prince of Wales accepts the invitation to be present, he will be presented 
with one of the “proof coins,” about 5 0 of which are to be minted. The cele- 
bration will be an outstanding function in Hawaii this year. Invitations have 
been extended to the Governments of Great Britain, and also to her do- 
minions direct — Canada, Australia and New Zealand. A Cook memoribilia 
exhibit, to be assembled in England by the British Government, may be taken 
to Honolulu on a British warship and taken away on the same vessel. A 
descendant of the Earl of Sandwich, after whom the Islands were named by 
Capt. Cook, is to be invited. A representative of the President of the United 
States will also be present. 


CYPRUS HAS A NEW COMMEMORATIVE COIN. 

A crown-size silver coin for 4 5 piastres has been issued for Cyprus, mark- 
ing the fiftieth anniversary of the occupation of that island by Great Britain, 
which is illustrated here. (Specimen from A. H. Baldwin & Sons, Ltd., 
London. ) 



The piastre of Cyprus was introduced in 1901, when, for the English florin, 
shilling, sixpence, and threepence, silver pieces of eighteen, nine, four and 
one-lialf and three piasties were substituted. In the reign of Edward VII 
only the quarter piastre was struck. 
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HEARTH MONEY OF ENGLAND. 

One of our members writes as follows: 

“In 1661 Hearth money was voted to Charles II, Kins of England. What 
was this Hearth money? Was it a special coinage?” 

Hearth money, also called Chimney money, was not a coinage. It was a 
crown duty levied for every fireplace in a house and was established in the 
reign of Charles II. It produced great discontent and was abolished during 
the reign of William and Mary.

The photograph shows the comparative size of an eight-daler piece of 
Swedish plate money. It is in the Liveright collection at the Newark (N. 
J.) Museum and Miss Lillian Vincent is displaying it. It is two feet long 
ajid one foot wide and weighs 3 2 pounds. It was struck during the reign of 
Charles X Gustavus of Sweden in 1 659. It has a stamp in each corner and 
one in the center. This denomination of plate money is the largest coin ever 
issued. 


NUMISMATIC NOTES AND MONOGRAPHS, NO. 35.

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MR. MELLON OPPOSES ISSUE OF LONGFELLOW MEDAL. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon has expressed disapproval of the bill, in 
its present form, recently introduced in the House of Representatives author- 
izing the striking of a medal in honor of Henry Wadsworth Longfellow. 
Mr. Mellon’s objections are set forth in a letter to Representative Perkins, 
chairman of the House Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures, as 
follows: 

“The bill to authorize the striking of a Longfellow medal should, in my 
opinion, not be passed in its present form. There is no indication of the 
type of medal to be made, no indication of the alloy or metal to be used, no 
limit to the number to be asked for, no provision for supplying the model to 
the mint without cost to the Government, and no provision for the reim- 
bursement of the appropriations of the mint, which would be depleted by 
the manufacture of the medal proposed. As the bill now reads, the facilities 
of the mint would be placed, without restriction, at the disposal of a non- 
governmental society for the manufacture of a medal of any material, in any 
quantity, for an indefinite period. 

“May I call your attention to the fact that under existing law, while the 
mint is not authorized to make dies for private medals such as this medal 
would be without authority of Congress, medals could be made from dies 
supplied to the mint, without legislation. Should Congress decide that the 
object for which this proposed medal is to be issued is of sufficient interest 
to all of the people to warrant a legislative act, the models would have to be 
supplied to the mint, and the cost of the manufacture of the dies would be a 
charge against the interested society in addition to the eventual cost of the 
medal. The bill in its present form is almost wholly deficient, and inade- 
quate to protect the interests of the Government.” 


TRIBUTE PENNY APPEARS IN FILM, “THE KING OF KINGS.” 

Numismatists will be interested to know that in the film, “The King of 
Kings,” recently shown at the Erlanger Theatre, Chicago, the Roman penny 
or silver denarius of Tiberius plays an important part. It appears several 
times in the picture, gaining in one instance a “close up.”

The play, a story of the life of Jesus according to the gospel of Mark, was 
produced by Cecil B. De Mille. The story was written by Jeanie Macpherson. 

The colored souvenir program, a beautiful piece of printed matter, also 
contains obverse and reverse illustrations of the Tribute penny, as well as 
an illustration of “The only known money ever coined to the Great Saviour, 
King of Kings” (India 7 0 A. I).).

NUMISMATIC S AND THE A. N. A. TWENTY-FIVE YEARS AGO. 

The Numismatist for May, 1903, contained the following articles: “The 
Currency of Uncivilized Africa”; “Unusual Numismatic Specimens,” by Dr. 
B. P. Wright; “Ships, Colonies & Commerce Halfpennies”; “Mint Corner- 
stone Found”; “Next to Impossible”; “Coins of Bible Places”; “A Traveling 
Coin Cabinet”; “Notes on Some of the Addenda to Scott’s Copper Coin Cata- 
logue of 1893”; “Pelts Pass as Money.” The names of five applicants for 
membership in the A. N. A. are published. 
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THE EDGES OF THE 1793 CENTS. 

In view of the comments by Messrs. Wurtzbach and Chapman in our April 
number of The Numismatist, I would like permission to compare the 
“double-leaf” Crosby 11-J cent in question against other lettered-edge cents. 

Mr. Wurtzbach is undoubtedly correct in saying that edge variations do 
not constitute “varieties” if he refers to variations of the same edge in- 
scription, but as we recognize “vine and bars” and “lettered edge” in 11-J 
it would seem that we must recognize the “double leaf,” particularly as it 
differs from all other known edge-lettering plates and was used only for 
part of the issue of 11-J, probably the first lot lettered, as Crosby 12, 13 
and 14 and all of 1794 and 17 95 have the single leaf. 

While two distinct lettering plates were used for the edges of Crosby 
11-J, a new one was cut for the larger planchets of Crosby 12, 13 and 14, 
which was also used in lettering the edge of 1794, Hays No. 4 — Chapman 

No. 4. For all of the balance of 1794 and 1795 a new plate was used, as 

shown by the fact that while on 1793, Crosby 11, 12, 13 and 14 and 1794, 
Hays No. 4, the leaf points down, while on the new plate it points up. This 

would make it seem that 1794, H. No. 4 should be H. No. 1. 

As Mr. Chapman says, “This (double leaf) might be on other edge-letter- 
ing plates,” but we must face the fact that so far as is now known it is 
now known it is found only on this one variety of 1793. 

As before mentioned there is also a very noticeable difference in the size 
and spacing of the letters of the edge inscription on this “double leaf” when 
compared with any with the single leaf.

FINLAND OBTAINS NEW SUBSIDIARY COINS.

This concerns 
the introduction of new subsidiary coins and sets aside the present twenty- 
five and five pennies. According to the new mint law subsidiary coins in the 
denomination of 20, 10 and 5 marks value will be struck in aluminum- 
bronze and 1 mark and 50 pennies in silver-bronze. The 10-penny value 
will be struck in copper.

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EXHIBITS OF COINS IN FEBRUARY. 

A national coin week was not designated this year by the American Numis- 
matic Association, but a number of displays of coins were made by indi- 
viduals and local clubs about the middle of February.

At Mr. Goldsmith’s store a fine exhibit of medals was 
made and also two or three other exhibits at various banks and stores. Across 
the bay in Oakland, at the American Trust Company, a fine exhibit was 
shown, consisting of American commemorative and other coins. The exhibits 
caused much interest and many inquiries. The committee in charge consist- 
ed of Messrs. Wernstrom, Goodman and Sherow. H. L. H. 

At the Florsheim Shoe Store Company, 680 Market street, San Francisco, 
John A. Gill had an attractive window. He showed over 150 coins of foreign 
countries ot dollar and two-dollar size. The proprietor of the store estimat- 
ed that between 75,000 and 100,000 persons stopped to view the exhibit. 

At Dallas, Texas, Chester D. Brooks had an exhibit of coins and paper 
money in the window of Murphy’s real estate office, 1509 Commerce street. 

On March 30th Itev. Edward R. Kelley of Cardiff-by-the-Sea, California, 
a member of the American Numismatic Association, addressed the Rotary 
Club of Coronado, California, on “The Collecting of Coins.” Mr. Kelley 
called attention to the earliest records of coins being struck, and, according 
to history, the honor went to China 1200 years B. C. He was listened to 
attentively and with very much interest, and after the close of the address 
the president of the Rotarians spoke of the interesting address in words of 
fine commendation. Mr. Kelley had a portion of his fine collection of com- 
memorative coins with him, which created very much interest. — Coronado 
Jou rnal. 

The Rev. Mr. Kelley also had his collection of commemorative coins on 
display during February. The exhibit received considerable space in the 
Encinitas (Cal.) Post. 


VARIETIES OF RECENT SCANDINAVIAN COINS. 

Varieties of the 5, 2 and 1 ore during the reign of the present rulers of 
Denmark, Norway and Sweden are as follows: 

Denmark — 5, 2 and 1 ore, 19 27, has two varieties. The first issue has the 
mint mark (heart) H. C. N., and the second (heart) N., the H. C. being 
omitted. The 5, 2 and 1 ore, 1919, were struck in bronze and iron. 

Norway — 1 ore, 1921, was struck in bronze and iron. 

Sweden 1 ore, 1914, has two varieties, with the 5 in the date open at 
the top as well as closed. The 5, 2 and 1 ore, 1916, has two varieties, with 
different shaped 6 in date. The 5, 2 and 1 ore, 1919, were st ruck in bronze 
and iron. o. B . CARLSEN. 


WAR-TIME INVERTED BACK NOTES. 

A statement was published recently in one of the Springfield (Mass.) pa- 
pers that a gentleman in that city, not a collector, had in his possession a $1 
note with the reverse printed upside down, which was claimed to be rare.

States notes, but would like to take exception to the statement that they are 
rare. The history of these bills is as follows: During the World War,

when the Government was rushed trying to supply the big call for notes of 
small denominations, a great many blunders were made in the printing and 
these reverse notes slipped by the inspectors and other employes, but as 
soon as they once got caught up, these mistakes were all remedied. 

“I have not seen the bill in question, but think it is one of the war issues. 
If anyone cares to see a collection of these inverted notes I can give them 
the address of one of our members who has or did have more than 25, some 
one’s, two’s, five’s, ten’s and twenties. They all were in circulation and 
came through the bank where he is employed.”

In a lot I picked up some time 
ago of about 15 new red ones, all but about two or three had very faint or 
poor IPs. I have only one which is really sharp. It can easily be seen that 
with a little wear — presto! and some collector has a P mint 19 22 cent. I 
think this to be a very true and plausible statement and would like to hear 
from anyone having a 1 922 cent, red, with no mint mark. Why they were

NUMISMATIC SOCIETY OF VICTORIA ISSUES MEDAL. 

The Numismatic Society of Victoria, Australia, has issued a medal to com- 
memorate the remarkable feat of Hinkler’s sole flight from England to Aus- 
tralia in 16 days. The medal is struck in silver and bronze and is two inches 
in diameter. The design is by Mr. C. Douglas Richardson, the well-known 
sculptor and president of the Victorian Society of Artists. The dies were cut 
and the medals struck by Stokes & Sons, medallists and die sinkers, Mel- 
bourne. The price is fifteen shillings in silver and ten shillings bronzed, in- 
cluding packing and postage. 

The obverse has a portrait bust of Hinkler with his flying helmet. Inscrip- 
tion, “Bert Hinkler, Airman,” around rim. “Bundaberg — Australia” in ex- 
ergue. The reverse has a map of the Eastern Hemisphere, showing route of 
flight in low relief. Inscription, “London to Darwin XVI Days, 7th to 22nd 
February, 1928. 


TO DELAY ISSUE OF SMALL-SIZE PAPER MONEY. 

The United States Treasury has definitely decided to delay issuing smaller 
bank notes until after January 1, 1929, it is reported. Mechanical difficulties 
at the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, and protests from banks and busi- 
ness men on methods the Government intended to use in distributing the 
new notes, caused the delay. Treasury authorities originally planned to is- 
sue on October 1, 1928, $1 bills of the new size, about one-third smaller 
than the present bills. 

Some business men and banks contended it was impracticable to have 
different sized notes in circulation at one time, and the Treasury then de- 
cided to delay circulation of $1 bills until all the new money, running in 
denomination from $1 to $10,000, was ready for distribution. This called 
forth protests from Federal Reserve banks that changing all outstanding 
bank notes at one time would be too great a task.

Mr. L. A. Lawrence, F.S.A., exhibited on behalf of Spink and Son, Ltd.: 
1. Solidus of Honorius. This coin shows the emperor wearing a cuirass or- 
namented with Christogram; this does not appear to be known to Cohen. 2. 
Siliqua of Flaccilla. Perhaps one of the rarest coins of the Roman series. 
3. Dupondius of Valerian Junior. One of the last issues of the real bronze 
coinage of the Empire. 4. A curious set of “box coins,” (diaries II, Crown, 
1662; half-crown, 1666; shilling, 1664 The half-crown and shilling differ 
considerably from the usual types and sizes. 

Sir Charles Oman exhibited three new bronze coins of Carausius and the 
pattern five-shillings struck to his design with the motto GIVE PEACE IN 
OUR TIME. 

Mr. L. G. P. Messenger exhibited a set of vulcanite tokens issued by E. 
Ch. Sharrer at Kubula Stores, Blantyre, British Central Africa, for Id., 2d., 
4d., 8d., Is., 2s. 6d. and 2s. 8d., in use between 1890 and 1 895, unpublished 
and possibly unique as a set. He also showed five specimens of the foil is of 
the Emperors Diocletian (1), Maximian (1), Galerius Maximianus (1) and 
Constantius I (2), all with reverse GENIO. POPVLI. ROMANI but without 
letters or mint-marks and usually assigned to the mint of London. 

Fredk. A. Harrison showed a series of French modern coins from Louis 
XIV to Third Republic, illustrating the last 250 years of French history to 
the present time.

Mr. L. A. Lawrence showed the following third century Roman coins: 
Claudius Gothicus, head 1. SPES PVBLICA. Salus r. and Aesculapius 1. 
Victorinus, SALVS, not normal fabric. Tetricus, 4 coins of unusual fabric, 
probably from an irregular Gallic mint. An overstruck coin. The original 
GLORIA EXERCITVS struck rev. to obv. The bust bearded and the reverse 
belonging to it probably EEL TEMPORIS. Radiate head r. A very small 
coin showing tiny head r. somewhat resembling Constantius II or later em- 
peror. Rev. shows three letters, but the type not discernable. Tetricus, 
with reverse which appears under Gallienus, a griflin. 

Mr. Henry Garside exhibited a set of the new coinage for Palestine, dated 
1927, bearing lengends in English, Hebrew and Arabic. 

The President read a paper on the pennies of Halfden, Ceolwulf II of Mer- 
cia and Alfred which bear as the reverse type the seated figures of two m- 
perors with a kinged victory above, a type common in the fourth century in 
gold coins from the time of Valens and Valentinian I to that of Theodosius 
II and Valentinian III. 

The date of the pennies could be fixed approximately: Ceolwulf III be- 
came king in 874 and had disappeared in 87 9; Halfden was in London from 
87 2 till, at the latest, 875; the style of Alfred’s coin put it in the early part 
of his reign, but later than his Burgred type and his coins similar to the 
other type of Ceolwulf II, that is to say, somewhere in the period 972-978. 
Alfred’s London coins could not be earlier than 886. 

There could be little doubt that the type was adopted, in imitation of the 
Roman original, with the intention of displaying two kings in concord after 
the conclusion of a treaty. Such concord might be expressed in simultaneous 
issues of Halfden and Ceolwulf II, the former at London, the latter at a West 
Mercian mint in 874 after the flight of Burgred. It is hardly possible to 
suppose that Alfred, the brother-in-law of Burgred, was a party to this treaty. 
The similar coinage of Alfred would therefore be more suitably assigned to 
878, when Guthrum gave hostages after his siege in Exeter. 


BRITISH NUMISMATIC 1 SOCIETY Ordinary Meeting, Wednesday, Feb- 
ruary 22nd, 1928, Mr. V. B. Crowther-Beynon. M.B.E., M.A., F.S.A., Vice- 
President, in the chair. 

Mr. II. V. Pennington was elected a member of the Society. 

The chairman read the draft of certain alterations in the rules proposed 
by the Council. These proposed alterations will be circularized to members 
in due course, in accordance with the rules. 

Exhibitions were as follows: 

By Mr. Thos. G. Barnett: Electrotypes of nine gold medallions found with 
other treasure at Beaurains, near Arras, in September, 1 922. They comprised 
two of Diocletian, one of which commemorated the Constitution of the First 
Tetrarchy, in A. D. 29 2; one of Maximianus Herculeus; five of Constantius 
Chlorus, one of which commemorated the Constitution of the Second Tet- 
rarchy, in A. D. 305, another commemorated the victorious expedition of 
Constantius Chlorus to Britain, and his entry into London, in the spring of 
A. D. 296, two others alluded to his expedition into Britain, and the last, 
representing one of the works of Hercules, commemorated his glorious vic- 
tory in Britain; one of Constantinus Magnus which probably commemorated 
the accession of Constantine the Great at York in A. D. 305-306. 

By Mr. George C. Brooke: Casts of coins of William I in illustration of his 
paper. All show alteration of obverse dies before striking the two mules, 
with a view to making them look like the correct obverse for the reverse 
design. 

By Mr. V. B. Crowther-Beynon: Oxford Memorial medal to Charles I. 

By Major W. J. Freer: The new silver issue of King George V for 19 27, 
consisting of the crown, half-crown, florin, shilling, sixpence and threepence. 
Also similar coinage on the accession of King George V for 190 2, with the 
exception of the crown and threepence. 

By Mr. R. Cyril Lockett: Six pennies of Edward the Confessor; mule of 
Edward the Confessor. 

By Mr. F. A. Walters: Pennies of Henry VII. (1) Second coinage of Lon- 
don (sovereign type), first variety, throne without arms— the only specimen 
so far known; (2) penny of succeeding issue of same type; (3) penny as 
No. 2 but with mint-mark cinquefoil; (4) penny as No. 2 but with X on 
sceptre; (5) penny of third coinage with mint-mark pheon. 
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Mr. Brooke read a paper, “The Change of Coin-types in the Eleventh Cen- 
tury; Its Bearing on Mules and Overstrikes,” surveying the sources of our 
knowledge of the conditions governing the changes of the coinage in the 
eleventh century. 

The relevant passages in Domesday had one statement in common, name- 
ly, that the sum of twenty shillings was paid to the king. The object of 
changing the coinage was to collect the king’s dues from the moneyers, the 
issue of dies of the new type being dependent upon this payment being made. 
The reference to the receipt of new dies in this connection must not be taken 
to mean that the change of the coinage was the only occasion when the 
moneyers could get new dies; the purchase of dies could presumably be 
made at any time from the Aurifaber, who was later called Cuneator. Here 
might be seen the explanation of mules. That they were fraudulent issues 
was proved by two mules of the Conqueror’s reign which were struck with 
obverse dies that the moneyers had faked into a passable imitation of the 
proper obverse, a work of supererogation if muling were legal. The change 
of type, apart from the tax involved, was costly to the moneyer in dies, and 
the temptation of muling must have pressed hard on the moneyers especially 
at small mints where coinage was less regular. Consequently mules more 
often bore the names of small than of large mints. 

The period of the changes was a matter of doubt; neither three nor two 
years could be assigned as the duration of each type; possibly the period 
was not definitely fixed. But it was clear, from the regular proportion 
borne by the number of the types to the number of the years of each reign, 
that the intervals at which changes were made must have been very constant. 

The question whether the old type remained current was answered by the 
finds, for they always contained coins of more than one type; before the 
Conquest several types were hoarded together. It would have been admin- 
istratively impossible to withdraw the old money every two or three years 
when a new type was issued. Probably the matter was not considered im- 
portant in the Confessor’s reign, but William appeared to have taken some 
steps to have fewer types in currency together. The exchanges, through 
which the money was issued to the public, must have stopped the issue of 
the old money at the change of type, and the old type would gradually work 
out of the currency. Overstrikes therefore were the result of coins of an 
old type being brought to the exchange, whence, as they could not be re- 
issued, they went back to the mint and, if of good weight, were restruck 
with the new dies in order to save the work of melting them down. 

The depreciated value of the fixed rate of twenty shillings levied at the 
change of type and the shrinkage of revenue caused by the reduction of the 
number of moneyers was probably the reason for a new tax being imposed 
by the Conqueror upon mints, which was called geldum de moneta or mon- 
etagium; it was abolished in the Coronation Charter of Henry I. In this 
might be seen the first sign of the system breaking down under which the 
dues were levied by changing the type, a system finally relinquished by 
Henry II when we find the first evidence of a limited legal tender in the 
chronicler’s memorandum that a new coinage (the “Tealby” issue) was made 
which was the sole currency throughout the kingdom.

IT SOUNDS LI k E A FAIRY TALK. 

Hannibal Tosci, a wealthy Italian, who died recently, is said to have ac- 
quired his wealth in a most romantic way. Years and years ago there was 
erected on the highway, near Naples, a stone which bore this inscription in 
French: “On the first of May in every year at 6 o’clock in the morning I have 
a Oolden Head.” For many years afterward persons flocked to the scene at 
the appointed hour for the purpose of witnessing some miracle, until finally, 
as nothing ever happened, they concluded that it was a fraud and no atten- 
tion was paid to it. One morning in 1841, Tosci, then a lad, happened along 
and an idea occurred to him and on the succeeding May Day he was on the 
spot at 6 o’clock in the morning and dug a hole at the point where the 
shadow of the head of the monument fell, and soon he discovered an old 
leather knapsack which was filled with gold amounting in value to 80,000 
francs.- — Newspaper Clipping. 


UNITED STATES MEDALS OF HONOR. 

Only two enlisted men and sixteen officers now in the army hold the na- 
tion’s highest military decoration, the Congressional Medal of Honor. There 
have been 1,8 20 of these medals awarded, including that bestowed recently 
on Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. Only ninety were awarded on account of the 
World War. 

One of the two enlisted men wearing the medal is Master Sergeant Lloyd 
M. Seibert, now with the First Cavalry at Marfa, Texas. The other is Ser- 
geant Louis C. Mosher, who was born in Brockton, Mass., and is now serving 
with the Eleventh Cavalry at Camp Hearn, Cal. It is estimated that only 
230 medal of honor men are living. New York led all States in the World 
War award, with fourteen. 


DEC IMAL COINAGE IS AGAIN URGED IN ENGLAND. 

The election of Sir Hugo Hirst, one of Britain’s leading business men, to 
the presidency of the Decimal Association marks what is intended to be a 
very energetic campaign to popularize the use of the decimal system of 
weights, measures and coinage. The metric system has been legal in Eng- 
land for more than thirty years, but progress made since its adoption is 
practically nil. 

Manufacturers and business men generally who are concerned with export 
trade say that the English system of weights and measures and the cumber- 
some English monetary system are a matter of large direct losses yearly.

WEIGHING COINS. 

One of the most interesting contrivances that the United States mint uses 
is the machine that weighs coins of all denominations. Formerly each of 
these pieces had to be weighed by hand. Seated at long tables, each with a 
balance in front of her, were 4 0 or 50 woman “adjusters.” It was their duty 
to weigh each coin. 

Pieces that were too heavy they reduced with a file; those that were too 
light they put aside to be sent again to the melting pot, says the Washington 
Star. Gold pieces they weighed twice, once in a blank and once after coin- 
age. 

The weighing machines now in use each have 10 balances, which are set 
at the required weight of the coins that are to be tested. Each machine 
weighs 10 coins at a time. If a coin be too light, the scale beam moves up 
and the coin is dumped into a chute that carries it to the “lights.” If it be 
too heavy the coin falls into another chute that leads to the “heavies.” If 
it just balances, the coin drops among the coins that are of the proper 
weight. The weighing is done very rapidly and very accurately. 

There is some slight “tolerance” in the matter of weight. For example, 
the gold double eagle should weigh just 516 grains, but a coin of this de- 
nomination may weigh as little as 515 ^ grains, or as much as 5 1 6 y 2 grains 
and still be passed as “good.” The standard weight of the silver half-dollar 
is 19 2.9 grains, and the margin of tolerance is 1.5 grains. The coin may 
weigh as little as 191.4 grains, and as much as 194.4 grains; but never less 
than the first figure nor more than the second. 

The standard fineness of all gold and silver coins is 900. In the gold 
coins a deviation of only l-100th of a grain from this is permitted, and in 
the silver coins of only 3-1000ths. 

The so-called five-cent nickel piece is really only 2 5 per cent, nickel, the 
rest copper. One-cent pieces are 9 5 per cent, copper and 5 per cent, tin 
and zinc. 


TURKEY’S NEW PAPER MONEY. 

Turkey’s new paper currency was issued on Dec. 1 and replaces the notes 
in circulation dating from the regime of the Sultan-Caliph. The issue, how- 
ever welcome to the tourists, who regard the old tattered and filthy notes 
with suspicion, has produced a curious effect upon the newly emancipated 
Turks. 

The old paper bore the “toughra” or cipher of the Sultan. This sign, 
which once adorned the Turkish postage stamps and was used as a coat of 
arms and authority of officialdom in lieu of the portrait that was anathema 
for devout Moslems, has a curious history. Tradition has it that an illiterate 
Sultan, when asked to sign an official document, dipped his fist in the ink 
and produced an impression. 

The court calligrapher then took the impression and worked the Arabic 
characters up into the sign manual of the Ottoman rulers. If it looked like 
a knot of twine that some child had vainly tried to unravel, it was no more 
intelligible even to literate Turks. But it adorned all the public places, as 
well as the paper money and postage stamps, and was honored from one end 
to the other of the old Ottoman Empire. 

Now the republicans not only issue a new series of notes lacking the his- 
toric “toughra,” but shock the Orthodox Moslem by reproducing as a water- 
mark on the notes of lesser value the portrait of the Ghazi, Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha, and by engraving it in colors on the notes of larger value. No por- 
trait was allowed by the Koranic tradition lest it should become an object 
of idolatrous veneration. The Ghazi Kemal’s statutes and portraits increase 
in number for public places. But the idea of carrying a portrait on one’s 
person like an icon or some religious talisman is abhorrent to the Moslem. 

Thus the Anatolian peasant gets around- the necessity of carrying the por- 
trait of the Ghazi on his person by pricking the eyes of the republican Presi- 
dent with a pin. But this superstitious endeavor to destroy any religious 
implication has aroused the ire of Angora. 

A law has been passed threatening severe penalties to any one caught 
mutilating the new paper currency by pricking out the eyes of the Ghazi. 
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Moreover, anyone caught tendering such mutilated notes is found equally 
reprehensible. It is a daily occurrence in the bazaars or shops for the mer- 
chant to hold up the new note he has received for some purchase and examine 
it anxiously for pin pricks. 

The issue of the new currency has raised another problem for republican 
financiers. The peasant of Anatolia, after selling his tobacco crop to the 
American buyers, or his fig and raisin crops to buyers from Europe, is accus- 
tomed to sew up the wads of notes in his mattress, bringing them out reluc- 
tantly only when he needs to make a rare purchase. Thus the return of the 
old currency from the mattresses of Anatolian villages is proceeding at a 
slower rate than the Angora Government requires. 

A stringency on the money markets of Constantinople and other big com- 
mercial cities of Turkey always occurs after the various crops have been 
sold, and now that the new currency has appeared it is more than ever felt. 


ANOTHER ONE TURNS Ul*. 

A press dispatch from Waycross, Ga., says: “Mrs. Frank G. Adams, ticket 
seller at a local movie theater, and wife of the proprietor, accepted a silver 
dollar yesterday from an unidentified patron, gave him — or her — the proper 
change, and tossed the coin into the till without looking at it. But when 
she checked up last night she noticed that the dollar had been minted in 
1804. It looked so unusual that she wifed a coin dealer about it. Today 
she received a telegram offering her $1,250 for the coin. Only four of the 
1804 dollars were coined, it seems. One of them was recovered several 
years ago in Philadelphia.”
